e) The rejection of claims 2-4 under 35 USC 103 of Steadman (152) in view of Barnes 
(288) has been included in the Grounds of Rejection to be Reviewed on Appeal (section VI). 
Consequently, this specific rejection must be argued separately. It has not been addressed in any 
of sections A-E as listed in the Argument section VII.
